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NATURE lovers are up 
in arms as the latest 
phase of Ely’s cont¬ 
roversial country park 
project gets under way 

As part of the ambitious 
scheme, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council has 
been upgrading three 
public footpaths around 
the city. 

The Springhead Lane path, 
leading off Lisle Lane into the 
park, the Country Park loop, 
which links the park with Cress- 
wells Lane and Fisherman’s car 
park, and the public footpath, 
from the river along to Kiln Lane, 
are all being upgraded to make 
them more accessible to “people 
of all ages and physical abilities”. 

The council said the work 
aims to “protect” the country¬ 
side. 

But conservation groups and 
residents have lashed out, saying 
it is ruining natural-looking 
footpaths by covering them with 
aggregate and granite dusting. 

They have also accused the 
council of picking the wrong 
time of year to carry out the 
work. 


The path at Springhead Lane, 
which runs from Lisle Lane to 
the Roswell level crossing, is 
causing particular concern. 

The Local Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural Ely said the 
work was “out of character” with 
the park. 

Andrew Balmford, a member 
of the campaign, said: “We do 
have concerns about the work 
and have approached the 
council with these. 

“We understand the work is 
being carried out to upgrade the 
paths and that it is being carried 
out legitimately, but it is not 


being done in character with the 
site, which is a quiet, picturesque 
part of Ely. 

“The group is concerned that 
there has been excessive tree 
clearance, excessive straight¬ 
ening of paths and that the end 
result is wider than it needs to 
be. 

“We’re disappointed and 
certainly hope the council will be 
more sensible when working on 
other parts of the country park.” 

Ely resident Sarah Blakeman 
said: “Where only a few weeks 
ago a gentle, muddy path wound 
its way between banks of bram¬ 


bles, the council has now cleared 
back the trees and installed a 3- 
metre-wide hard-surfaced high¬ 
way. 

“This obsessive narrow-mind¬ 
ed desire to manicure everything 
that’s even remotely untamed is 
exactly why I was always un¬ 
comfortable with the notion of 
imposing a country park on this 
quiet, natural corner of Ely.” 

Patricia Trow, of Broad Street, 
Ely, is also furious. She said: “The 
council may as well just bulldoze 
the lot and give the developers a 
free for all. 

“They have chosen to do this 


work in spring, when wrens and 
robins are nesting and the 
blackthorn scatters its blossom 
among the violets and bluebells. 

“Has this work been brought 
to public attention democrat¬ 
ically and who is paying for the 
paving of the most beautiful 
walk in Ely?” 

The Weekly News has been 
bombarded with other comp¬ 
laints about the work. 

But Dr Ian Mell, the council’s 
green infrastructure develop¬ 
ment officer, said the council 
wanted as many people as 
possible to access the country¬ 
side. 

He said: “We want to protect 
and enhance the nature in the 
area which is why we fully 
consulted and sought approval 
from the county council, Natural 
England and the Environment 
Agency. 

“The work is being completed 
at a time of year which has 
caused a minimal impact on the 
local flora and fauna. 

“We know how precious our 
countryside is and we will 
continue to work with our part¬ 
ners to protect it for future 
generations.” 

The work is being funded from 
the Government’s Housing 
Growth Fund.

Merger 
meeting 
on hold 

A MERGER between 
three district councils 
has been put on hold 
and a meeting of Conser¬ 
vative councillors from 
the authorities, set to 
take place in Hunting¬ 
don next week to discuss 
the issue, has been drop¬ 
ped. 

Cllr Ian Bates, leader of 
Huntingdonshire District 
Council, apologised for 
using the word “merger” 
over a proposed link up 
with Fenland and East 
Cambridgeshire district 
councils. 

He said: “I used the 
wrong word and I can 
only apologise for that.” 

Cllr Bates said his 
intention had been to 
seek shared services with 
the two other authorities. 

The idea for a merger 
designed to help the 
cash-strapped councils 
save money came about 
at informal meetings 
between Cllr Bates and 
his counterparts at Fen¬ 
land and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, but was 
leaked to the media 
before an announce¬ 
ment was made and 
some councillors felt 
they had been left in the 
dark. 

Cllr Bates said he and 
his cabinet colleagues at 
Huntingdonshire were 
continuing to talk to a 
number of authorities 
about ways in which 
they could work together 
to share services while 
retaining their own 
identities.

Teenager denies

More points for

A MAN now has nine points on 
his driving licence after he was 
caught speeding for the third 
time. 

Martin Fuller, 41, was caught 
driving at 79mph along the 
A1101 in Littleport on September 
8 last year. 

The legal limit is 60mph. 

Fuller, of High Barns, Ely, who 
already had six points on his 
licence for previous speeding 
offences, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Dourt last Thursday 
and pleaded guilty to another 
charge of speeding. 

Magistrates endorsed his licence 
with three penalty points, fined 
him £60 and ordered him to pay 
£30 court costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

But now the district council 
has moved forward with the

£450,000 each year. 

The county council will now 
submit a formal application on 
behalf of the district council, 
asking the Department of Trans¬ 
port to make Ely a Civil Parking 
Enforcement area. 

Among the options being 
considered is the introduction of 
parking charges in the city 
centre. 

Council wardens could also 
patrol car parks and streets and 
hand out penalty tickets, instead 
of the police. 


Designated resident parking 
could also be introduced, much 
to the relief of many residents. 

Any changes will be introduced 
in April 2012. 

Council leader Fred Brown 
said: “We are making good pro¬ 
gress with our plans to improve 
the way parking is managed in 
the district. 

“We have all experienced the 
problems of parking in Ely, in 
particular with the city only 
having a limited number of 
spaces but an ever-growing 
demand. 

“Our aim is to deliver a fully 
integrated parking scheme by 
2012 which will create real value 
for money for residents who are 
relying on us to deliver an 
effective solution.” 


Leader rejects claim 
of charity favouritism 


A COUNCIL leader has been 
accused of “cherry- picking” 
the charities he wants to spare 
massive funding cuts. 

Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors have hit out at “unfair” 
decisions made by Fred 
Brown, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

At last Tuesday’s budget 
meeting, Cllr Brown proposed 
a motion to relieve the cuts to 
Care & Repair East 
Cambridgeshire, a charity 
which helps vulnerable people 
stay in their own homes, by 
slashing its £15,000 grant over 
a two-year period, instead of 
one. 

Lib Dems also called on the 
council to dig deep into the 
Transfer to Surplus Savings 
Reserve and save Ely’s Citizens 
Advice Bureau (CAB), Ely 
Soham Dial-a-Ride and the 
district’s recycling credits from 
grant cuts. 

The only motion approved 
by the Conservatives was for 
Care & Repair, with Cllr Brown 
insists it was the “most 
vulnerable”. 

However, Lib Dem leader 
Ian Allen says Cllr Brown 
“cherry-picked” the charity as 
he was a former chairman of 
the group. 

Cllr Allen said: “Fred all of a 
sudden decides he wants to 
give Care & Repair a temporary 
reprieve yet all the other 
charities are made to suffer. 


“We have fought hard to 
save all these charities from 
the cuts, which will most 
certainly make them more 
vulnerable than they currently 
are.” 

But Cllr Brown insists he has 
not “singled out” any part¬ 
icular charity. 

He said: “It is simply wrong 
to suggest that any decision 
made regarding the cuts is out 
of some sort of personal 
interest. 

“In an ideal world, we would 
be able to support all the 
worthy causes in our district - 
the sad reality is we cannot. 

“However, we can make sure 
we give those organisations 
like Care & Repair, who would 
be most vulnerable to cuts, are 
given a little more breathing 
space. 

“It is unfortunate that Cllr 
Allen believes the best way to 
do politics is to make personal 
attacks rather than help us 
tackle the most difficult 
financial situation this council 
has ever faced.” 

Despite a 650-signature 
strong petition from Dial-a- 
Ride members, the council cut 
its £25,490 grant. 

Ely CAB has also been told it 
will not get its £6,833 grant and 
that charities which benefit 
from recycling grants each 
year, including Branching Out, 
based in Littleport, will lose 
out on a combined £15,000 
worth of funding. 


Vote on 
leisure 
centre 

PLANNING chiefs 
were due to meet 
last night to decide 
whether or not Ely 
will get a new leisure 
centre. 

East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning com¬ 
mittee was being 
being recommend¬ 
ed, subject to cond¬ 
itions, to approve 
the multi-million 
pound proposals. 

It comes after a 
planning applic¬ 
ation to build the 
sports and leisure 
village in the city 
was submitted in 
December. 

Despite controv¬ 
ersy surrounding the 
proposed location of 
the new facility, with 
many people believ¬ 
ing Ely’s Paradise 
Centre the most 
suitable site, the 
council has pressed 
ahead with building 
it off Downham 
Road, next to Ely 
Rugby Club. 

The authority in¬ 
sists developing the 
leisure centre close 
to the A10 will make 
it more accessible to 
residents from 
across East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire - not 
just Ely.

“We’re worried that this will stop even 
more people from being able to see what 
decisions are being made at the council and 
that they won’t be able to have their say.” 

Lib Dems also fear the move will have a 
negative impact on the upcoming local 
elections.

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Groups pledge to save 
courthouse from ruin

COMMUNITY groups will come 
together next week to discuss 
the future of Ely’s much-loved 
magistrates’ court. 

The Grade II-listed building will 
close its doors for good in three weeks. 

Magistrates will move to Cambridge 
and all defendants from the East 
Cambridgeshire area will have to travel 
to Cambridge for their cases to be 
heard. 

As reported in the Weekly News, the 
court is one of 103 magistrates’ courts 
in the country being closed by Her 
Majesty’s Court Service (HMCS) in a 
bid to save £15.3 million in running 
costs each year. 

But organisations - including the Ely 
Society, Ely Perspective group and the 
City of Ely Council - are joining forces 
to try and save the historic courthouse, 
which dates back to 1820, from being 
left to ruin. 

They will meet on Monday to discuss 
the building’s future. 

Yvonne Thresh, the society’s chair¬ 
man, said: “Our mission is to keep the 
court as a court and to keep it as a 
community amenity. 

“There is a lot of investigating and 
work to be done but we are determined 
not to let our precious magistrates’ 
court go to ruin. 

“Community groups, including the 
Ely Society, the Ely Perspective, the City 
of Ely Council, and some magistrates, 
are coming together on Monday to 
start thinking about its future. 

“It’s a big project but we can’t afford 
to lose our court - even if it’s not 
running as an actual court, we can still 
make the most of it here in Ely.” 

Emotions are already running high 
as the countdown to the court’s closure 
begins. 

On Monday, a valedictory sitting of 
the Crown court was held at the 
magistrates’ court to mark the closure. 

Among those present were fudge 
Anthony Bate, Ely magistrate fanet 
South, who has served since 1981, and 
Ely magistrate Harvey Harrison, who 
was appointed in 1982. 

Paying tribute to the courthouse, 
Cambridge solicitor Mark Shelley said: 
“I’m sure I speak on behalf of every 
solicitor that has ever visited Ely 
magistrates’ court when I say that we 
are very sad that it is closing. 

“A trip to Ely was never a chore and 
we always looked forward to it. 

“The court room itself is quite over¬ 
whelming at first but it is such an 
interesting building and it will be 
missed. 

“We just hope that one day it will be 
able to open again.” 

Fenland Magistrates’ Court in 
Wisbech will also be closed.

Man faces 
court on child

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Family’s hunt for 
cruel kitten killer

A FAMILY has been left 
devastated after their pet 
cat was shot with an air 
gun. 

The RSPCA is now pleading 
for anyone with any inform¬ 
ation about the shooting to 
come forward. 

Sugar, who was only nine 
months old, was shot within 
minutes of being let out of her 
home in The Walnuts, March. 

She was let out at 5.30pm on 
Thursday, February 17, and 
just 15 minutes later she came 
back into the house and was 
sick. 

When her owner, Sarah Rust, 
tried to lift her it was clear the 
kitten was in pain and she 
rushed Sugar straight to a vet. 

Sugar was X-rayed the next 
morning and the scan revealed 
she had two lead air gun pellets 
in her body - one in her 
abdomen and the other in her 
back leg. 

The kitten was not strong 
enough to survive and died at 
the surgery. 

Mark Rust said: “The whole 



family is very upset by what 
has happened and we cannot 
believe someone would act so 
cruelly and shoot an innocent 
animal. 

“It is very distressing and we 
are all devastated.” 

RSPCA animal welfare offi¬ 
cer Kathy Hornig is invest¬ 
igating the incident. 

She said: “We are appealing 
to anyone who may have any 
information about the attack. 

“This was a callous act of 
cruelty towards a defenceless 
cat.

Son stole 
£164k from 


AN aircraft engineer has been 
sentenced to two years in jail for 
stealing £164,500 from his own 
mother. 

Denis Smith, 59, of Clayway, Ely, 
defrauded frail Irene Smith - now 83 - 
over five years from March, 2005. 

Mrs Smith had received care in her 
home in Cumbria, but after suffering a 
stroke in November 2004 moved to 
Littleport Grange care home outside Ely 
to be nearer her son. 

She gave Smith and his brother, Eric, 
power of attorney over her finances, but it 
was Smith who took on the responsibility 

Over the following years he repeatedly 
withdrew cash from her bank account, 
which included her pension and savings, 
and also sold her house, siphoning off 
profit without permission. 

Smith was brought to the police’s att-

ention initially over accusations of fraud 
by Cumbria Social Services, which 
revealed that Smith had not paid them 
£135,000 in care costs for his mother. 
Further investigations revealed Smith’s 
further dishonesty. 

Thomas Brown, prosecuting, said: “This 
was an act of civil theft of £164,000 in 
total. Mr Smith did not have any perm¬ 
ission for taking any money.” 

Marti Blair, mitigating on behalf of 
Smith, told Cambridge Crown Court he 
had never thought his actions would 
prevent his mother being cared for. 

She said: “He was devoted to his mother 
and cared for her on his own, previously 
travelling to and from Carlisle.” 

Smith, an RAF engineer for 25 years 
before setting maintenance policy for 
Tornado jets at RAF Wyton, said he spent 
£40,000 of the money on his son’s 
education, £5,000 on his mother’s 
comfort, £4,500 on his daughter, and the 
rest was spread across five years to 
supplement his salary. He told his son the 
money was from a Ministry of Defence 
grant. 

Miss Blair added: “This was not a case 
where this man has been going on lavish 
holidays and has been behaving ext¬ 
ravagantly - he just wanted life to be 
easier for his family.” 

fudge Anthony Bate, sentencing, said: 
“It is sad to see a man who has served his 
country so well for so long standing in 
Crown court facing serious charges of 
dishonesty.”

Farm firms 
defend plan 
for digester 


BOSSES behind controversial 
plans to build a mushroom farm 
have hit back over claims the 
facility could “ruin” people’s lives. 

As reported in the Weekly News, local 
farming firm G’s Growers and Produce 
Global Solutions Ltd want to build a 
mushroom farm in Littleport. 

Plans for the land at May Farm, off 
Mildenhall Road, were announced in 
January. 

The companies also want to build a 2.5 
megawatt anaerobic digestion plant to 
power the facility with renewable energy 
using organic waste from across the 
region. 

But the plans are causing uproar with 
locals. 

Alan Rogerson, who lives adjacent to 
the site, said: “This will have a huge 
impact on residents and could well ruin 
our lives. 

“There are huge health and safety risks 
associated with it that could result in ill 
health. Not to mention the noise and 
odour, visual impact, the loss of a 
permanent view, local property de¬ 
valuation and the increase in traffic to the 
already dangerous A1101.” 

However, Peter Sargeant, managing 
director of Barway Farms Ltd, which is 
part of G’s Growers, and Mark Haynes, 
managing director of Produce Global 
Solutions, both insist the development 
will benefits local community

In a letter to the Weekly News, they said: 
“We want to provide the energy to the 
proposed mushroom farm in a 
sustainable way and find a better way of 
dealing with the considerable quantities 
of outgrade vegetables produced from our 
packing operations. 

“Anaerobic digestion (AD) is a proven, 
established technology and involves the 
natural breakdown of organic materials to 
produce a ‘biogas’ which can be utilised 
to produce energy. 

“There are currently around 550 
operational AD plants across the UK.” 

They added: “We will need to obtain 
planning permission for these proposals. 

“The planning process is particularly 
stringent and we are required to provide 
detailed information on visual, traffic, 
odour, noise and other impacts. 

“The AD plant will also require an 
environmental permit from the 
Environment Agency (EA) and the EA 
requires that risks to the environment and 
human health are minimised. 

“The development as a whole will 
create in excess of 100 year-round jobs, 
which will be made available to local 
people who want an opportunity within 
our business.” 

A formal planning application is due to 
be submitted later this year.

Drink-driver 
handed ban 


FORKLIFT driver Nerijus 
Slajus only lived 100 
metres from where he 
had been drinking but 
still got behind the wheel 
instead of walking home. 

His actions were described as 
despicable by magistrates. 

The Lithuanian driver, who 
works for Soham-based firm 
Turners, had drunk around five 
or six bottles of Portuguese 
beer. 

Police were on duty in Brook 
Street, Soham, when they spot¬ 
ted a Renault Laguna vehicle 
exceeding the 30mph limit. 

When they stopped the car, 
Slajus, of nearby Walnut Court, 
was behind the wheel and 
“smelt strongly of alcohol”. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
added: “It was just after mid¬ 
night on January 30 when he 
was stopped. When asked if he 
had been drinking, he said: 
‘Yes, it’s not a problem, I only 
live 100 metres away’. 

“Slajus failed a roadside 
breath test and gave a lower 
reading of 88 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath back at the police 
station.”

Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said: “Mr Slajus had drunk 
around five or six bottles of 
Portuguese beer. 

“Because he didn’t feel drunk 
he decided to drive the short 
distance home from a neigh¬ 
bour’s address instead of walk. 

“My client has been fully co¬ 
operative with police and made 
full admissions from the start. 

“He is a forklift driver at 
Turners and has been with the 
company for four years.” 

Slajus was disqualified from 
driving for 20 months. 

Hamish Ross, presiding mag¬ 
istrate, said: “What you did was 
despicable. 

“With just 100 metres to 
travel, and knowing that you 
would have been over the limit, 
you still drove.” 

Slajus was also fined £230 
and was ordered to pay £85 
court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

but we struck lucky with our 
purchase of Wolseley, the 
plumbing suppliers, which made 
us more than £5,000.” 

For their success, they 
received £50 each from Littleport 
Rotary Club, which supported the 
contest. 

However, it was their 
financially-astute business 
studies teacher, Mark Sirot- 
Smith, whose £14,000 profit 
placed him 60th nationally. 

He said: “It has helped 
introduce the students to the 
vagaries of the stock market and 
the factors that determine share 
prices. 

“Jodie and Alex chose well in 
the first place and had the 
courage to stick with their 
selections, even when prices 
began to fall.” 


Teen stole 
£8,700 but 
avoids jail 


A TEENAGER who stole 
£8,755 from his emp¬ 
loyers has escaped a 
prison sentence. 

Jack Austin took the cash 
from the till at the Budgens 
store in Clay Street, Soham, 
where he worked for 18 
months. 

The 19-year-old, of Vict¬ 
oria Street, Ely, pleaded 
guilty to five charges of theft 
before Cambridge magist¬ 
rates last Thursday and was 
given a six-month prison 
sentence, suspended for two 
years. 

Jonathan James, owner of 
the Budgens store, has slam¬ 
med the sentence and said 
he feels “let down” by the 
justice system. 

Speaking to the Weekly 
News, Mr James said: “I feel 
bitterly disappointed. 

“For 18 months, this lad 
came to work to rip me off - 
it wasn’t opportunistic theft,

it was premeditated. 

“This sentence gives out a 
very poor message to would- 
be criminals and I feel ext¬ 
remely let down by the 
justice system. 

“I doubt very much that 
this has taught him a less¬ 
on.” 

The court heard how con¬ 
cerns were raised after 
Austin served one of Mr 
James’s family members. 

The internal CCTV was 
checked and showed him 
pinching cash from the till. 

Austin admitted stealing 
the total sum during the 
length of his employment 
between April 2009 and 
October last year. 

As well as the suspended 
sentence, Austin was ordered 
to do 200 hours of unpaid 
work, to pay compensation 
of £1,000 and costs of £70.

PEOPLE are being challenged 
to learn more about Christ¬ 
ianity during the 40 days of 
Lent. 

The Bishop of Huntingdon, 
Dr David Thomson, will be 
reading the Bible from start to 
finish during Lent and will be 
taking to the streets of Ely to 
encourage residents to do the 
same. 

Dr Thomson will give a copy 
of the Bible to anyone, provid¬ 
ing they approach him on the 
first day of Lent, Ash Wednes¬ 
day.

“So it’s good from time to 
time to get to grips with the 
whole of its architecture, and 
soak ourselves in its big story of 
creation, redemption and the 
coming of the kingdom.” 

The bishop has recruited 40 
friends who have provided 
introductions to each one of 
the 40 sections to get readers 
started. 

He will launch his challenge 
at 10am next Wednesday in Ely 
Cathedral’s Lady Chapel before 
making his way to Ely’s High 
Street.

Crash man loses 
fight for pay-out 


A BUSINESSMAN whose 
leg was shattered when his 
motorbike collided with a 
tractor has had his comp¬ 
ensation hopes dashed for 
the final time. 

Nicholas Goad, from Littleport, 
suffered a fracture to his right leg 
when his l,000cc motorbike was 
in collision with a tractor in Ely 
Road, Little Downham. 

Mr Goad, who runs a car deal¬ 
ership in Ely, has been seeking 
six-figure damages from the 
tractor’s driver, Peter Butcher, 
and farming partnership, W.I 
Butcher and Sons, since the 
accident on June 15, 2006. 

But now, by a majority of two 
to one, judges at London’s Civil 
Appeal Court have ruled that Mr 
Goad, 41, was entirely the author 
of his own misfortune.

Lord Justice Moore-Bick said 
while Mr Butcher had “cut the 
corner” and was “on the wrong 
side of the road” as he turned 
into Cowbridge Hall Road 
seconds before the collision, this 
did not mean he was negligent. 

He added that the tractor 
driver was driving at 4mph when 
he began the turn and had an 
unrestricted view up the road of 
more than 100m. 

But experts were agreed that 
Mr Goad was doing 55-65mph in 
a 40mph zone, said the judge. 

Mr Goad lost control of his bike 
when he braked hard on seeing 
the tractor and trailer. The judge 
said that, if he had been travel¬ 
ling within the speed limit, he 
would have had time to stop 


safely. 

Lord Justice Mummery agreed 
that “the accident was solely 
caused by Mr Goad’s excessive 
speed” and the businessman’s 
appeal was dismissed by a maj¬ 
ority. 

In a dissenting decision, Lord 
Justice Jackson said that, in his 
view, Mr Butcher’s manoeuvre 
had “inherent dangers” - as well 
as being in breach of the High¬ 
way Code - and he should have 
been found 25 per cent respon¬ 
sible for Mr Goad's injuries. 

However, he was out-voted by 
the other two judges. 

The court heard that Mr Goad 
has made a “remarkable” rec¬ 
overy since the accident, but he 
has been left with a legacy of 
chronic pain and must face the 
threat that osteomyelitis - an 
insidious infection of the bone - 
could be affecting his limb. 


Leading light of the skies dies, aged 90 


AN aviation pioneer in 
Cambridge has died at 
the age of 90. 

Bill Ison, from Hadd- 
enham, was a leading 
light in the Cambridge 
Flying Group, and was 
involved with it for more 
than 50 years. 

The private flying 
school, which uses a Fuji 
FA-200 and two Tiger 
Moths, is based at Cam¬ 


bridge Airport, and is a 
fully-fledged training 
organisation. 

During the Second 
World War, Mr Ison ser¬ 
ved as an air gunner, and 
when the CFG was form¬ 
ed, went on to become its 
chief flying officer. 

His career spanned 
more than 10,000 flying 
hours in at least 63 
different types of aircraft, 


with more than 200 
students securing their 
private pilot licences. 

Marshall’s chairman 
and chief executive Sir 
Michael Marshall said: 
“Bill set a great standard 
as chief flying instructor 
of the Cambridge Flying 
Group. 

“I have always been 
absolutely delighted to 
see the Tiger Moths grac¬ 


ing our circuit, reminding 
us of what real flying is all 
about, and linking our 
current activities with our 
early beginnings. 

“Tiger Moths first oper¬ 
ated from Cambridge 
Airport in 1937 and have 
operated from this 
airfield ever since. 

“This included in Bill 
Ison’s very capable 
hands.”

With just weeks to go until the first analogue TV 
signals are switched off in Cambridgeshire, 
Northamptonshire and Bedfordshire, the Ely 
Weekly News has teamed up with Digital UK to 
provide readers with this special guide to the 
digital TV switchover 


What is switchover? 

Digital TV switchover is the biggest change in television since 
the introduction of colour. Analogue signals are about to be 
switched off and replaced with new digital services. This will 
make Freeview available for the first time to thousands of 
homes watching local 'relay' transmitters in areas such as 
Luton and Northampton. 


DIGITAL UK is the independent 
organisation set up by the broadcasters to 
lead the switchover. It provides an advice 
line and website to help with general 
questions about getting digital TV and 
preparing for the switchover. 

Peter Monteith, Digital UK’s regional 
manager for Anglia, says: “Switchover will 


change forever how television is broadcast. 
I’m delighted that, very soon, viewers who 
have previously been unable to get 
Freeview services will be able to do so for 
the first time. 

“Most people are well prepared; but for 
those who still have questions, we are here 
to help.”

How will switchover happen? 

THE switchover will happen in two stages. 

If you currently receive your TV signal through an aerial, in either analogue 
or digital format (e.g. Freeview, Top Up TV, BT Vision), you are probably 
served by the Sandy Heath transmitter group, which switches on the dates 
below. Televisions connected to a cable or satellite service are not affected. 

Stage one - 30 March 2011: 

In the early hours, analogue BBC Two will be switched off and replaced with 
a new digital signal. 

Local 'relay' TV transmitters will also start to broadcast the BBC's other 
digital channels for the first time. 

Readers switching to digital for the first time via Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision will now be able to set up their equipment. Homes already 
watching these services should retune their digital boxes or IDTVs. 

Stage two -13 April 2011: 

All remaining analogue channels will be switched off and replaced with 
additional digital services. 

Everyone watching Freeview, Top Up TV or BT Vision will need to retune 
their equipment again to receive all available channels. 

On both dates, these changes will happen overnight. For most viewers, 
services will be restored by the morning. Households receiving their TV 
signal from local relay transmitters will receive new digital services later in 
the day and should tune in for the first time or retune from this point.

Where can I get face-to- 
face advice on switchover? 

Digital UK has been working 
closely with charities to organise 
local advice points during 
switchover. 

These will be staffed by 
trained volunteers and are open 
to everyone. There are also 
Digital UK roadshows in the 
region.

What about my 
video recorder? 

After switchover, 
video and 

analogue DVD 
recorders will 
still play 

back and 
record, but 
you won’t 
be able 


to record one channel while you 
watch another. 

If you want to continue doing 
this after switchover, the 
simplest way is to get a digital 
TV recorder. These also allow 
you to record a whole series at 
the touch of a button, and pause 
and rewind live TV 

Will I need a new aerial to 
receive Freeview? 

Most rooftop aerials will be fine 
after switchover but a small 
proportion of aerials are likely 
to need replacing to receive 
Freeview. 

Digital UK recommends that 
you wait until after switchover 
to see if your aerial needs 
replacing in order to avoid 
having unnecessary work 
carried out. You can check 
whether your existing aerial is 
likely to be suitable for 
receiving digital by visiting the 
aerial test page on teletext page 
284. 

If you receive television from 
the Sandy Heath main 
transmitter, you will need a 
wideband aerial to receive all 
the available Freeview channels 
after switchover. If your existing 
aerial is not wideband, you 
should still be able to receive the 
main public-service channels. 

Where can I find a good 
aerial installer? 

Look for a Registered Digital 
^ Installer (RDI) with the 


‘digital tick’ logo. You can 
either go to www.rdi-lb.tv/ 
identify.html or call Digital UK 
on 0845 650 50 50 for more 
information. If you can’t find an 
RDI locally, look for someone 
with Associate RDI or CAI Plus 
status - or ask your local 
electrical retailer. 

What channels will I get? 

Which channels you receive will 
depend on which transmitter 
you receive your signal from. 

Viewers served by a local 
‘relay’ transmitter will receive 
around 15 Freeview channels for 
the first time. These will include 
BBC One, BBC Two, ITV1, 
Channel 4 and Five, plus all the 
other channels from the BBC 
(those funded by the licence fee) 
and some other services from 
the public-service broadcasters. 

Viewers served by a larger 
‘main’ transmitter will be able 
to receive these channels as well 
as some extra services from 
commercial broadcasters. These 
extra channels are also available 
via satellite. You can check 
which Freeview channels are 
available in your area by using 
the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk, or by 
calling 08456 50 50 50. 

This also gives you 
information about satellite and 
cable options in your area. 

You’ll find that getting 
switched over is more straight¬ 
forward than you think! 


How to get 
digital television 


IF you only receive five or fewer analogue channels through an aerial on any of 
your sets, you’ll need to think about converting them for switchover - otherwise 
you risk being faced with a blank screen once analogue signals are switched off. 


There are three main ways to switch to 
digital TV: 

■ Convert your existing analogue TV 
using a digital box (eg Freeview, Top Up 
TV or BT Vision). 

■ Have a digital TV service, such as 
satellite, cable or broadband T\, installed 
for you. Providers include Sky, freesat 
and Virgin Media. 

■ Buy a new TV with digital (Freeview 
or freesat) built in. 

Remember, almost everyone will be 


able to watch Freeview after switchover - 
even homes currently out of coverage. 

You can check the options for going 
digital in your area, and what channels 
will be available through your aerial, 
using the postcode checker at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk. Extra channels are 
available through other digital TV 
services, such as satellite or cable. 

Virtually any TV set, including black 
and white ones and those without Scart 
sockets, can be converted using a digital 
box.

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How to retune 


VIEWERS watching Freeview, Top Up TV or 
BT Vision will need to a full retune their 
equipment at both stages of switchover in 
order to continue receiving services. You 
should retune from time to time in order to 
keep your Freeview box up to date. 
Sometimes channels move around - so if you 
should lose access to several channels, try 
retuning to restore them. 

To do a full retune your Freeview, Top Up TV 
or BT Vision equipment, follow these steps

THAT crazy little thing called 
love complicates a seemingly 
perfect relationship based on 
sex in this contemporary 
comedy of social mores. 

As the title suggests, No Strings 
Attached centres on a pair of 20- 
something professionals who 
don’t have time in their busy 
schedules for an inconvenience 
such as commitment. 

And so they agree to be friends 
with benefits, calling and texting 
each other for physical 
gratification with the 
understanding that they don’t 
have to worry about the 
awkwardness of post-coital 
conversation. 

Screenwriter Elizabeth 
Meriwether gradually shows her 
protagonists the errors of their 
lustful ways and sets up the 
possibility of a happy ever after 
using that age-old plot device: A 
wedding. 

In the wrong hands, No Strings 
Attached would be saccharine 
nonsense. Thankfully, this film is

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Looking forward to summer

T HE daffodils may not quite 
be in bloom yet - but you 
should be ordering your 
summer bulbs now if you want 
to add pizzazz to your plot in the 
warmer months. 

Bulbs, corms and tubers can be 
planted in spring right up until the end 
of May and can be as spectacular as 
their spring counterparts, in troughs and 
tubs, or filling up the front of beds and 
borders, requiring little maintenance but 
providing a wealth of colour during the 
hotter months. 

The majority produce their best 
blooms when planted in a sunny spot, 
although lilies and begonias bloom well 
in partial shade. 

The secret is to plant a variety of 
bulbs which will last all summer, such 
as freesias, which bloom from June 
onwards, zantedeschias, which flower 
between July and October, and later- 
flowering blooms such as dahlias and 
tigridias. 

Long after your tulips have faded, 
foxtail lilies (eremurus) are producing 
towering spires of flowers as high as 
2.5m (8ft) and clumps of Crinum x 


powellii are producing beautiful 
blooms. Also in August and September, 
red hot pokers (kniphofias) are among 
the most impressive border plants. 

In October and November, a welcome 
burst of colour is provided by Nerine 
sarniensis, related to amaryllis and 
sometimes referred to as jewel, or 
diamond, lilies because their petals 
reflect light, which is needed in the 
dullest months. Indeed, a panel of 
gardening experts has voted it the must- 
have bloom for this summer, in an event 
organised by the Netherlands Flower 
Bulb Information Centre. 

Hyacinths are generally known as 
highly scented spring bulbs, but there is 
also a summer hyacinth, Galtonia 
candicans, which grows to 3ft (90cm) 
and makes big clumps of strap-like 


leaves, producing white, bell-shaped 
flowers in summer. They should be 
planted in late spring. 

If you don’t fancy lifting gladioli 
corms every year, try the Gladiolus 
communis subsp. byzantinus, which 
grows to 75cm (2.5ft) and produces 
magenta flowers. It is a hardy perennial 
which doesn’t need digging up every 
year and looks wonderful in a cottage 
garden, although it’s not quite as 
majestic as the taller varieties. Corms 
should be planted in a sunny spot in 
autumn or early spring in fertile, well- 
drained soil. 

Lilies are among the most popular 
summer bulbs. They perform well in 
pots and if you want their rich scent to 
pervade your patio, go for L. 
longiflorum, which will produce 


wonderful white flowers and fragrance 
on a sunny terrace. They are best grown 
in large pots of John Innes compost in 
autumn or early spring in a frost-free 
greenhouse or conservatory. Don’t put 
them outside until the frosts have 
passed. 

One of the easiest lilies to grow is the 
Tiger lily (Lilium tigrinum), which 
grows to 4ft (1.25m) and produces 
striking orange-spotted flowers with 
petals which curve in to make a ball 
shape. Again, they can be planted in 
early spring in well-drained lime-free 
soil. The plants can be left for a couple 
of years until they start to become 
overcrowded. Clumps can then be dug 
up and divided in autumn or early 
spring, and replanted immediately. 

Hardy bulbs such as nerines, galtonia 


and Amaryllis belladonna can be 
planted in spring and left to naturalise 
in a warm, sunny spot. 

Non-hardy types such as tigridia, 
canna and eucomis should be planted in 
late spring and lifted after flowering, 
before the first frost. Dahlias, cannas 
and begonias, which are not frost-hardy, 
can be started off in pots indoors early 
in the year. Nearly all need good 
drainage, so add sharp sand or 
horticultural grit to the ground below 
and around where the bulbs are to be 
planted. 

The hole should be about twice the 
diameter of the bulb and the depth will 
depend upon the variety you are 
planting. 

Crocosmias, formerly known as 
montbretias, with their hot colours from 
yellow through to burnt orange and 
fiery reds, look their best in high 
summer and can continue to flower well 
into September. 

Good companions in high summer 
include the dark-leaved dahlia Bishop 
of Llandaff, with its deep red flowers 
and the effective foliage contrast, and 
bold day lilies such as Hemerocallis 
Stafford, which has fabulous scarlet 
flowers with yellow centres. 

Other hot bulbs for summer include 
Gloriosa Rothschildiana, a climbing 
vine with vibrant red and yellow flowers 
similar to those of the lily and often 
known as the climbing lily. For best 
results this should be planted by trees, 
walls and fences in warm, sunny spots. 

Long after the daffodils and tulips 
have faded, you’ll be dazzled by a host 
of summer bulbs emerging through to 
autumn.

The MG Motor 
Company will begin full- 
scale production of its 
all-new MG6 hatchback 
and saloon in a few 
weeks’ time in a move 
that will see the brand 
return to prominence. 

It represents a 
remarkable turnaround 
for the company 
following the sorry final 
days of the MG Rover 


Group led by the 
Phoenix consortium, 
culminating in the 
closing of the factory 
gates at Longbridge in 
Birmingham and 
thousands of job losses. 

The subsequent 
buyout by the Shanghai 
Automotive Industry 
Corporation (SAIC) 
meant continued small- 
scale production of the 
MG TF sports car, but 
more significant was the 
long-term investment 
put in place by the 
Chinese company - 
culminating in the 
development of the all- 
new model. 


The MG6 is the 
centrepiece of the 
brand’s relaunch, which 
includes a new logo, 
branding and a 
programme of almost 30 
new dealerships over 
the next year. Most 
importantly, it will also 
tackle the challenge of 
reconnecting customers 
with the brand. MG 
executives at the 
relaunch were keen to 
point out that MG 
remains a thoroughly 
British brand with 
British products: the 
MG6 has been designed 
and developed in the 
UK by mainly British 
talent, still working at a 
design facility in the 
heart of Birmingham. 

Yet the financial and 
technical muscle of the 
parent company has 
also been at the centre 
of the relaunch.

But for now the 
hatchback and just- 
revealed saloon versions 
of the MG6 are the 
crucial first steps in 
rebuilding the 

reputation of MG as a 
car producer and a 
competitive brand in 
the UK. 

MG promises that the 
new car will offer best- 
in-class driving 

dynamics, a high 
specification and 
excellent value for 
money - which are bold 
claims given the quality 
of the competition. 

Despite the blind 
alleys of the past, there 
is still a great deal of 
enthusiasm for this 
classic British brand, 
and the coming months 
could see many more 
MG-badged cars out on 
the UK’s roads.

And the boss believes there is 
plenty of talent in the 
Cambridgeshire County League 
just waiting to be tapped into. 

“Josh had a really good debut 
against Wroxham, so hopefully 
he can keep it going,” said Alsop. 
“I’m sure it won’t be a one-off as 
I've known him for a long while. 

“I’ve always kept an eye on 
him, and he’s got better and 
better. The time was right for 
him to leave the Kershaw. 

“I think there are others in 
there that are capable of 


stepping up the levels. They play 
with their mates, and you can 
get stuck in a rut, winning one or 
two things. 

“Our lads don’t get paid a 
fantastic amount of money, but 
they’re in it for the right reasons. 
They like the challenge and 
they're enjoying it.” 

Ely return to Premier Division 
action on Saturday when they 
visit Brantham Athletic, before 
the rescheduled home clash with 
Felixstowe & Walton takes place 
on Tuesday. 
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
